PCT/EP2005/001604 . Thierry Prigent is the inventor of these priority 
applications. 

III. Thierry Prigent is no longer employed by Kodak. 

IV. On or about July 7, 2006, 1 mailed a Combined Declaration for 
Patent Application and Power of Attorney (hereinafter "Declaration") to Thierry 
Prigent at his last known address. 

V. On or about August 2 1 , 2006, 1 attempted to contact Thierry 
Prigent by telephone using his last known telephone number to discuss the status 
of the Declaration to determine whether the Declaration had been received by 
Thierry Prigent, had been signed by Thierry Prigent, and, if not, whether Thierry 
Prigent intended to sign the Declaration. However, there was no answer when I 
placed the telephone call to Thierry Prigent. 

VI. The above-identified application was filed in the US Patent and 
Trademark Office on August 31, 2006. I did not receive a signed Declaration 
from Thierry Prigent prior to the above-identified application being filed in the 
US Patent and Trademark Office. 

VII. On October 9, 2006, 1 mailed another Declaration updated to 
include application serial number and filing date information to Thierry Prigent at 
his last known address. I mailed this declaration "Recommande avec Accuse de 
Reception." It is my understanding that "Recommande avec Accuse de 
Reception" in France is equivalent to "certified mail" in the United States. 

VIII. On October 20, 2006, 1 received confirmation that the Declaration 
was delivered to Thierry Prigent at his last known address. The confirmation is 
dated October 19, 2006, and is signed by Thierry Prigent. A copy of the 
confirmation is attached. 

IX. As of the date I signed this statement, I had not received a signed 
Declaration from Thierry Prigent.

X. Based on his conduct described above, I conclude that Thierry 
Prigent refuses to sign the Declaration.
